Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Tennessee, That hereafter it shall be the duty of 
‘Gonetal Acts to the Printer of the Acts of the General Assembly, to pub- 
oe lish the public acts in a pamphlet to themselves and to 
have them bound in boards, with leathern backs, and the 
corners turned with leather; the back of each copy shall 
be labelled with the title—“public acts of 1831,” and 
shall have an index table of reference to each act, ap- 
pended thereto. | 

Sec. 2. Be it enactedy That said Printer shall hereaf- 
ter publish the private acts in a separate pamphlet; and 
Private Acta to the number of copies of said private acts is hereby limit- 
pe panned sed to one copy for each captain’s company in the state,

CHAPTER IV. An Act to authorize Justices of the Peace to. 
take bailin certain cases. 


Sec. 1l. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State.

law, it shall and may be lawful for the committing Ma- 
gistrate or Magistrates, or the sheriff of the county, 
resident in the county where the accused has been com- 
mitted to jail for want of security, to take and receive 
bail for the defendant’s appearance to the court having 
cognizance of his offence, under such rules and regula- 
tions as are now prescribed by law: Provided, neverthe- 
less, that said bail shall not be taken where the examin- 
ing Magistrate or court have determined the offence not 
bailable.

CHAPTER V. An Act to incorporate the subscribers to the Bank 
of Tennessee. 


Whereas, the establishment ef a bank upon such prin- 
ciples as shall afford ample security for an upright and 
prudent administration, of ils affairs will promote the re- 
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gular, permanent and successful operation of the finances 
of this state, and be productive of great benefit to trade 
and industry in general. . Therc!ore, 


Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the Siate of 


Tennessee, 'Vhat a Bank of 'Yennessce snail be establish- 
ed at Nashville, tne capital stock of which, shall not ex- 
ceed two millions of dollars, and shall be divided into 
shares of one hundred dollars eacuyjand the subscriptions 
towards constituting the said stock, shall, on the first day 
ef February next, be opened at Nashville for eight thou, 
sand shares, at Knoxville for three thousand shares, at 
Jackson for three thousand shares, at Jonesborough for 
one thousand shares: under the superintendance of H.

CHAPTER XL. An Act to abolish imprisonment for debt except 
in cases of fraud. 


Whereas, liberty of person like the liberty of conscience 
should not be restrained by unnecessary legal provisions, 
and as independence of thought and frecdom of action 
are among the most inestimable of our political rights, it 
is alike unjust, inhuman and oppressive that imprison- 
ment for debt, which is a hateful remnant of ancient bar- 
barism, should continue a disgrace to our statute book, 
except where fraud has been committed by the debtor, 
and that it is repugnant to the moral sense of community 
to imprison a woman for debt under any circumstances:

Resolution in relation to the Inspection of Tobacco at New Orleans. 


Whereas, itis represented that the present inspection Jaws in force 
and use in the city of New Orleans and State of Louisiana, particu- 
larly in relation to the inspection of Tobacco, and in consequence of 
the existing defects in said inspection regulations, serious losses by 
the numerous frauds which of late years, more than ever, have been 
practised in the packing and tare of this valuable export, and so long 
as the present inspection laws are in force, no proper remedy can be 
found to guard against the cvil practices, which are not only an in- 
jury to the interest and reputation of the New Orleans inspection, 
but a more serious one to the honest Tobacco planter and dealer in 
the western country, who suffer excessive actual losses by the large 
quantity of loose Tobacco thrown off the hogshead under the pre- 
sent mode of inspection, tareing and coopering, and the many impo- 
sitions practised by the planters is in consequence of the great difi- 
culty in detection under the present mode.of inspection and tareages 
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thereby rendering the honest planter subject to all the odium which 
is, and of right ought to be alone attached to those who seek, and in 
reality,do practise frauds and impositions,and for want of confidence 
in the dealer, which cannot be restored under the existing mode of 
inspection, the market is fluctuating and operates injuriously to the 
best interest of the honest planterand dealer; and whereas, it is re- 
presented, that the mode of inspection in Virginia is to entirely un- 
case and strip the staves off the Tobacco and thereby have a fair 
opportunity of detecting frauds in packing, and the nett and true 
weight ascertained; and whereas, this mode of inspection has no 
doubt had the good effect to prompt the planter to care and man- 
agement, which has given to Virginia Tobacco a reputation, and 
yielded to the planter a price equivalent to his labour: and with a 
hope and belief, that a change inthe mode of inspection, weighing 
and taring Tobacco would produce a good eflect, and thereby secure ' 
to the industrious and careful planter a price which will prove a 
sufficient guarantee for the fruits of his labour: Thercfore—

for the purpose of making a rail road from Lynchburg 
to New river, with one or more rail tracts; the time of 
opening said books of subscription, shall be published in 
some newspaper convenient to the place of opening the 
same, and three or more of the commissioners, at the re- 
spective places, sball be sufficient to superintend the 
opening of the same, and to perform any other duties 
required of said Board of commissioners. 

“2. The said Rail Road shall be divided into two sec- 
tions, as follows: the first or eastern section shall em- 
brace all of said road from Lynchburg to some suitable 
point in the vicinity of Little Roanoke, or one of its forks, 
and convenient for the navigation of said stream when 
the Roanoke company shall improve the navigation to 
such point, and the second or western section, shall em- 
brace all of said road from thence to New river, and the 
commissioners at the several places herein before named, 
shall receive if requested, conditional subscriptions to the 
stock of said company; such condition to be, that the 
stock so subscribed shall be exclusively applied to the 
eastern or western section of said rail road, as the sub- 
scribers then prefer and direct; and in the event of any 
such subscription being made, all sums paid thereon, 
shall be applied to the section of the road designated at 
the time of subscription, but in all other respects, the 
stock so subscribed shall constitute part of the general 
stock of the ccmpany, and entitle the stockholders sub- 
scribing the same, to the same rights and privileges, and 
subject them to the same. obligations with those whose 
subscriptions are general; the said company is also here- 
by authorized by and with the consent of a majority in 
interest of its stockholders, expressed at a general meet- 
ing called for that purpose, to provide for the transporta- 
tion of produce, merchandize and persons, on er along 
New river or any part thereof, by constructing improve- 
ments on the bed of said river, and independent canal or 
rail road, or any or allof them; and the General Assem- 
bly will authorize the collection by said company, its of- 
ficers and agents, of such tolls for the transportation of 
property or carriage of persons thereon, as from the ac- 
commodation furnished and expense incurred shall be rea- 
sonable and proper; should the said company undertake 
such improvements on or along New river, that portion 
shall constitute another section, and be designated as the 
third or New river section; and conditional subscriptions 
may be made for said third section as are herein before 

rovided, for the first and second sections; Provided, 
owever, that nothing herein contained shall deprive the 
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General Assembly of the right, to construct or authorize 
the construction ofany works of improvement on or along 
New river at any time hereafter. 

3. The several books for receiving subscriptions, shall 
not be closed in less than thirty days from the time o: 
opening them respectively; if it shall appear, on the ex- 
piration of thirty days, that more than six thousand 
shares have been subscribed for, the respective Boards 
of commissioners shall reduce and proportion them a- 
mong the subscribers, in fair and equal proportion to the 
amount of capital stock required; but if the whole num- 
ber of shares shall not be subscribed for within the period 
aforesaid, the said commissioners may continue the books 
open for such longer time as they shall deem reasonable, 
and when one thousand shares shall be subseribed, the 
subscribers their executors, administrators and assigns, 
shall be and they are hereby declared to be incorpora- 
ted into a company, by thenameand style of “the Lynch- 
burg and New river rail road company,” and by that 
name may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
and shall possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and 
immunities of a corporation or body politic in law, and 
may make all such by-laws, rules and regulations not in- 
consistent with the constitution and laws of this State, or 
of the United States, as shall be necessary for well or- 
dering and conducting the affairs of the company. 

“4, Uponevery subscription there shall be paid tothe 
commissioners or their agents, the sum of two dollars for 
each share; and the residue thereof shall be paid in 
suchinstaJments, and at such times, asit shall be requi- 
red by the president and directors of said company. 
The said commissioners and their agents shall forthwith, 
after the election of president and directors pay over to 
said president and directors, all moneys received by them; 
and on failure therein said president and directors may 
recover the amount due from them or either of them, or 
their or his personal representative, by motion in the 
superior or inferior court of the county wherein such de- 
lendant may reside, ten days previous notice thereof hav- 
ing been given said defendant, and theclerk of said court 
shal) endorse on every execution issued on said judgment, 
that no security shall be taken, and the Sheriff or other 
officer shall govern himself accordingly. 

“5. When one thousand shares or more stock, shall 
have been subscribed, public notice of that event shall be 
given by any three or more of said commissioners, whoshall 

ave power at the same time to call a general meeting of 
the subscribers at such convenient place and time as they 
thallname insaid notice; to constitute any such meeting a 
hamber of persons entitled to the majority of all thé votes 
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which could be given upon all the shares subscribed, 
shall be present either in person or by proxy; and if a 
sufficient number to constitute a meeting do not attend 
on that day, those who do attend, shall have power to 
adjourn from time to time until a meeting shall be formed. 

“6. The subscribers at their general meeting before 
directed, and the proprietors of the stock at every annu- 
al meeting thereafter, shall elect a president and five 
directors, who shall continue in office unless sooner re- 
moved until the next annual meeting after their election, 
and until their successors shall be elected, but the said 
president or any of the directors, may at any time be 
removed, and the vacancy thereby occasioned, be filled 
by a majority of the votes given at any general meeting; 
the president, with any three or more of the directors, or 
in the absence of the president, any four or more of the 
directors, who shall appoint one of their own body pre- 
sident pro tempore, shall constitute a board for the trans- 
action of business; in case of vacancy in the office of 
president orany director, happening from death, resig- 
nation, removal or disability, such vacancy may be sup- 
plied, by appointment of the board, or by the proprietors 
in general meeting. 

“7. The president and directors of said company, shall 
be, and they are hereby invested with all the rights and 
powers necessary to the construction repair and main- 
taining of a rail road, to be located as aforesaid, with as 
many sets of tracks as they, or a majority of them may 
deem necessary and may cause to be made; and also to 
make and construct all works whatsoever, which may be 
necessary and expedient, in order to the proper comple- 
tion of the said rail road. | | 

“8. The president and directors of said company, shall 
have power to make contracts withany person or per- 
sons on behalf of said company for making the said rail 
road and performing all other works respecting the same, 
which they shall judge necessary and proper; to require 
from the subscribers from time to time, such advances of 
money on their respective shares, as the wants of the 
company may require, until the whole of their subscrip- 
tions shall be advanced; to call, on any emergency, a 
general meeting of the subscribers giving one month’s 
notice thereof,in one of the newspapers printed in the 
town of Lynchburg; to appoint a treasurer, clerk and 
such other offieers as may be necessary; to sign and set- 
tle all accounts, and to transact all the business of the 
company during the interval between the general meet- 
ings of the same. | 

“9. If any stockholder shall fail to pay the sum requir- 
ed of him by the president and directors, or a majority 
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of them, within one month after the same shall have been 
advertised in one of the newspapers printed in the town 
of Lynchburg, it shalland may be lawful for the presi- 
dent and directors, or a majority of them, to sell at pub- 
lic auction, and to convey to the purchaser the share or | 
shares of such stockholders, so failing or refusing, giving 
one month’s previous notice of the time and place of sale 
asaforesaid; and after retaining the sum due and all 
charges of the sale out of the proceeds thereof, to pay 
the surplus over to the former owner, or to his legal re- 
presentative; and if the said sale shall not produce the 
sum required to be advanced, with the incidental charges 
attending the sale, then the president and directors may 
recover the balance from the original proprietor or his 
assignee or the executor or administrator of either of 
them, by motion on ten days notice, before the court of 
that county of which he is an inhabitant, or by warrant 
before a Justice of that county, and any purchaser of the 
stock of the company, under sale by the president and 
directors, shall be subject to the same rules and regula- 
tions as the original proprietor. 

_ “10. The president and directors, their officers, agents 
and servants, shal] have full power and authority to en- 
ter upon all lands and tenements, through which they 


may judge ıt necessary to make the said rail road and lay 


out the same according to their pleasure, so that neither 
the dwelling house, garden, orchard, yard or curtilage of 
any person be invaded without his consent. If the pre- 
sident and directors cannot agree with the owner of the 
land on the terms upon which the said rail road shall be 
opened, it shall be lawful for them to apply to the court 
of the county in which the land lies; and upon such ap- 
plication, it shall be the duty of the court to appoint five 
discreet, intelligent, disinterested and impartial free- 
holders, to assess the damages to such land which will 
result from opening the said rail road through it; no 
such appointment, however, shall be made, unless ten 
days’ previous notice of the application shall have been 
given to the owner of the land, or guardian if the owner 
be an infant, or to the committee, if the owner be non 
compos mentis, if such owner, guardian, er committee can 
he found within the county; or if he cannot be found, 
then such appointment shall not be made, unless notice 
of such application shall have been published at least 
one month next preceding in some newspaper published 
nearest said land, and shall have been posted at the door 
of the courthouse, on the first day at least of the next 
Preceding term of the said court; a day of the meeting of 
the freeholders to perform the duties assigned them, shall 
be designated in the order appointing them,-and any one 
wW . 
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or more of them attending on that day, may adjourn 
from time to time until their business shall be finished; 
of the five freeholders so appointed, any three or more of 
them may act after being sworn or solemnly affirmed, 
before some Justice of the Peace, that they will impar 
tially and justly, to the best of their ability, ascertain 
the damages which will be sustained by the proprietor of 
the land from opening the said rail road through the 
same, and that they will truly report their proceedings 
thereupon to the court of the said county. 

«Il. lt shall be the duty of the said treeholders, in 
pursuance of the order appointing them, to assemble on 
the land through which the rail road is to be opened; 
and after viewing the same, and hearing such proper 
evidence as shall be offered by either party, to ascer- 
tain according to the best of their judgment, the dam- 
ages which the proprietor of the land will sustain by 
opening the rail road through the same; in performing 
this duty, they shall consider the proprietor as being the 
owner of the whole fee simple interest; they shall take 
into consideration the quantity and quality of the land, 
which the rail road will occupy; the additional fencing 
and gates which will be required thereby, and all other 
inconveniences which will result to the said land from 
the opening of the said rail road; and shall combine 
therewith a just regard to the advantages which the ow- 
ner of the land will derive from the opening the rail road 
through the same. i 

«12. When the saidjfreeholders shall have agreed upon 
the amountof damages they shall forthwith make awritten 
report of their proceedings under their hands and seals 
in substance as followeth: We, freeholders, appointed by 
an order of the county court of for the purpese 
of ascertaining the damages which would be sustained by 
the proprietor of certain landsin the said coun- 
ty, through which the Lynchburg and New river rail 
road company propose to open a rail road, do hereby 
certify that we met together on the land aforesaid on 
the day of the day appointed for that 
purpose by the said order, and that having been first duly 
sworn (or affirmed) and having viewed the premises, we 
proceeded to estimate the quantity and quality of the land 
aforesaid, which would be occupied by the said rail road; 
the quantity of additional fencing that would probably 
be required thereby; and all other inconveniences which 
seemed to us likely to result therefrom to the said land; 
that we combined with these considerations, as far as we 
could, a just regard to the advantages which would be 
derived by the proprietor of the said land from the open 
ing of the aforesaid rail road through the same; that ur 
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der the influence of these considerations, we have estima- 
ted and do hereby assess the damages aforesaid, at the 
sum of given under &c. 

“At the foot of the report so made, the magistrate, be- 
fore whom the said freeholders were sworn, shall make a 
certificate in substance as follows: county to 
wit, I — a Justice of the Peace for said county, do 
hereby certify &c. (then follows the substance of the 
oath required by this act.) 

«The report of the freeholders so made, together with 
the certificate of the magistrate as aforesaid, shall be 
forthwith returned by the said freeholders to the court of 
said county, and unless good cause be shown against the 
report, it shall be affirmed by the court, and entered on 
record. But if the said report should be disaffirmed, or 














ifthe said freeholders being unable to agree, should ré- 


port their disagreement, orif from any other cause they 
should fail to make a report within a reasonable time af- 
ter their appointment, the court may at its discretion, as 
often as may be necessary, supersede them, or any of 
them, appoint others in their stead and direct another 
view and report to be made inthe manner above prescri- 
bed; on the affirmance of any such report, and on the 
payment or tender, tothe proprietor of the land, of the 
damages so assessed, or the payment of said damages in- 
to court, when for good cause shewn, the court shall so 
have ordered it, the president and directors shall be at 
liberty to open the said rail road upon the ground view- 
edand assessed by the freeholders as aforesaid. 

«13. Whenever it shall become necessary to subject 
the lands of individuals to the use of the said company 
in opening and constructing the said rail road through 
the same, and the consent of the proprietor or proprie- 
tors cannot be obtained, it shall be lawful for the presi- 
dent and directors of said company, and for their su- 
perintendants, agents, contractors, labourers and servants, 
to enter upon such Jands, and proceed in opening and 
constructing the said rail road through the same; the 
pendency of any proceedings in court or before assessors, 
or valuers, to ascertain the damages that will be sustain- 
ed by the proprietor or proprietors of any such land from 


Opening and constructing the said rail road shall in no | 


manner hinder or delay the execution of the said work; 
and no order shall be made, nor shall any injunction be 
awarded by any judge or court to stay or delay the pro- 
gress of the said work, the true intent and meaning of 
this act being, that all injury which may be done to any 
land without the consent of the proprietor or proprietors 
thereof, by opening and constructing the said rail road 
through the same, over and above the, advantages of the 
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said road to the proprietors of such land, shall be fully 
and completely compensated for, in damages, when as 
certained; for such damages, when the same shall be as- 
certained by a confirmation of the report of the assessors 
or valuers, by the respective county courts, if they be not 
paid to the party or parties entitled to the same, nor into 
the court by the president and directors, during the term 
at which the report shall be confirmed, the clerk of the 
court shall at any time after the adjournment of the court 
on the application of the party or parties entitled to the 
said damages or his or their attorney, issue any execu- 
tion for the amount of the said damages, against the said 
company, which may be legally issued against a corpo- 
ration on a judgment for money, and the clerk shall ene 
dorse on suchexecution that no security of any kind is 
to be taken. 

“14. If the president and directors of the said compa- 
ny shall not obtain the consent of the proprietors of any 
land through which they may propose to open and con- 
struct the said rail road,and shall not apply to the said 
county court, and procure assessors or valuers to be ap- 
pointed, to ascertain the damages which will result to the 
proprietor or proprietors of any land from opening and 
constructing the said rail road through the same, within 
forty days from the time the said president and directors 
their superintendants, agents, contractors, labourers or 
servants, shall commence opening and constructing the 
said rail road through such land, then it shall be lawful 
for the proprietors of such land,at any time previous to 
an application for the appointment of valuers being made 
by the said rail road company, giving the said company 
ten days’ previous notice, by serving the same on the pre- 
sident or any one or more of the directors of said compa- 
ny to apply to the said county court, and upon such ap- 
plication it shall be the duty of the said county court to 
appoint five discreet, intelligent, disinterested and im- 
partial freeholders to assess the damages that will re- 
sult tothe proprietor or proprietors of such land, by 
opening and constructing the said rail road through the 
same, who shall be qualified in the same manner and 
shall, upon the same principles and in the"same manner 
in all respects, proceed to assess, and report to the court 
the damages that will result tothe proprietor or propri- 
etors of such land, as if they had been appointed on the 
motion of the said company, and if the said company shall 
not pay to the proprietor or proprietors of such land, nor 
into the said court the damages assessed ‘during the 
term of said court, at which the report thereof shall be 
confirmed, at any time after the adjournmentof the court, 
on the like application, the clerkshall-issue the like exe- 
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eution for the amount of damages against the said com- 
pany, with the like endorsement thereon. 

“15. The said president and directors for the purpose 
of making the said rail road, or of keeping the same in 
repair after it shall have been made, shall also be at liber- 
ty, by themselves, their officers, agents and servants, at 
any time, to enter upon any adjacent lands and to cut, 
quarry, dig, take and carry away therefrom any wood, 
stone, gravel or earth which they may deem necessary; 
Provided. however, that they shall not, without the con- 
sent of the owners, cut down any fruit tree or trees pre- 
served in any field or lot for shade or ornament, or take 
any timber, gravel, stone or earth constituting any part 
of any fence orbuilding. For all wood, stone, gravel or 
earth, taken under authority of this act and for all inci- 
dental injuries done to the enclosures, crops, woods or 
grounds, in taking or carrying the same away, the said 
president and directors, shall make to the owner a fair 
and reasonable compensation, to be ascertained, if the 
parties cannot agree, by any three impartial, intelligent 
and disinterested freeholders, who being appointed for 
that purpose by any Justice of the Peace, thereto requir- 
ed by the owner, shall be sworn or affirmed by the Jus- 
tice, and shall then ascertain the compensation upon 
their own view for the wood, stone, gravelor earth taken, 
and for the injury done as aforesaid in taking them. í 

“16. Whenever in the construction of the said rail road 
itshall be necessary to cross or intersect any established 
road or way, it shall be the duty ofthe president and di- 
rectors of said company so to construct the rail road a- 
cross any road, or way already or hereafter to be estab- 
lished by law, as not to impede the passing or transpor- 
tation of persons or property along the latter, and when it 
shall be necessary to pass through the land of any individ- 
ual, it shallalso be their duty to provide for such individ- 
ual proper waggon ways across the said rail road from 
one part of his land to anether. 

“17, The said president and directors, or a majority of 
them, shall have power to purchase with the funds of said 
company and place on the rail road constructed by them 
under this act, all machines, wWaggons, vehicles, carriages 
and teams of any description whatsoever, which they may 
deem necessary or proper for the purposes of trans- 
portation. l 

“18. All machines, vehicles, waggons and carriages, 
purchased as aforesaid with the funds of the company, and 
all their works constructed under the authority of this 
act, and all profits which shall accrue from the same, shall 
be vested inthe respective shareholders of the company 
for eyer, in proportionto their respective shares; ahd the 
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same shall be deemed personal estates and shall be ex- 
‘empt from any public charge or tax whatsoever. 

“19. So soon asa section of ten miles shall be comple- 
ted of the said road, and as often thereafter as any other 
section of the like length shall be completed, the said 
president and directors shall transport all produce or oth- 
er commodities that shall be deposited convenient to the 
said rail road, and which they shall be required to trans- 
p to any point to which the said rail road may have 

een completed inthe order in which the company shall be 
required to transport the same, and afterit shall have been 
deposited convenient tothe said rail road,so that equal and 
impartial justice shall be done toall the owners of produce 
or other commodities, in the transportation thereof by the 
company, provided the owner of the produce or other 
commodities required to be transported by the said com 
pany on the said rail road, shall pay or tender to the 
said company, at their toll gate or gates, the tolls due up- 
on such produce, or other commodities under this act.— 
And itshall be lawful for the president and directors of 
the said company, and they are hereby authorized to 
erect on such section or sections, a toll gate or gates, and 
to deinand and receive the following rates of toll, viz: On 
all goods, produce, merchandize or commodities of any de- 
scription whatever, asumnot exceeding eight cents per ton 
per mile, and for the transportation of passengers,a sum not 
exceeding ten cents per mile, for each passenger, and 
when the said rail road shall be completed, a sum not ex- 
ceeding fifteen dollars a ton on all goods, produce, mer- 
chandize or other commodity, and five dollars for each 
passenger for the whole length of the said rail road, until 
the nett profits received shall amount to a sum equal to 
the capital stock expended with six per centum per an- 
num interest thereon from the time the money was ad- 
vanced by the stockholders, until received back in nett 
profits. ‘But when the nett profits received as aforesaid, 
from the tolls aforesaid, shall have amounted to a sum 
equal to the capital stock expended as aforesaid, with six 
per centum per annum interest thereon as aforesaid, then 
the tolls which the said President and Directors shall be 
entitled to demand and receive for the said rail road, shall 
be fixed and regulated from time to time by the president 
and directors of the board of public works, or by any oth- 
er body to whom the legislature may assign this duty, so 
asto make them sufficient in their estimation, to yield a 
nett: profit equal to six per centum per annum on the cape 
ital stock expended in making and completing the said 
rail road, over and above what may be necessary for the 
repairs and renewal ofthe same The president and di- 
rectors of the said company shall,at the end of each year, 
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report to the board of public works, or to any other body 
towhom the legislature may assign this duty,a statement 


. showing the whole amount of capital stock expended in 


r 


the construction of the said rail road; the amount of tolls 


. received during each year, the expenses and charges in-

curred during each year, and the annual profit or loss 


- on thecapital expended.

“20. It shall be lawful for the president and directors 
of the said company to erect scales at their toll gate or 


. gatesto weigh the burthen of any waggon, carriage, ma- 
; chine or other vehicle, usedin transporting produce or

other commodities along the said rail road. 
“21, An annual meeting of the subscribers to the stock 


. of the said company, shall be held at such time in each 
. year as the stockholders at their general meeting, called 
. by the president and directors, according to the provisions 
, of thisact, shall appoint; the presence of proprietors 
_ entitled to a majority of all the votes which eould be giv- 
_ enby all the stockholders, shall be necessary either in 
. person or by proxy properly authorized; and if a suffici- 
. ent number do not atiend on that day,or any day appoint- 
_ ed fora general meeting called by the directors as afore- 
. Said, the proprietors who do attend, may adjourn frum 
_ time to time until a general meeting shall be had.— 
' In counting all votes of the said company, each member 


shall be allowed one vote for each share as far as ten 
shares, and one vote for every five shares above ten, by 
him held at the time in the stock ofthe said company ; and the 
president and directors shall render distinct accounts of 
their proceedings and disbursements of money to the 
annual meeting of the subscribers. 

“22, So soon as the said rail road shall be completed 


_ the president and directors of the said company, or a ma- 
_ jority of them, shall semi-annually declare and make such 
. dividend of the nett profits from the tolls herein granted, 
_ as they may deem advisable, to be divided among the 
= proprietors of the stock of the said company in propor- 


tion to their respective shares. 
“23. It shall be lawful for the said company from time 


to time to inerease the capital stock thereof by the addi- 
tion of so many more whole shares of one hundred dol- 


_ lars each, not exceeding six thousand shares, as shall be 
_ Judged necessary for carrying into effect the {provisions of 


this act, at any general meeting of the said company. 
“And the president and directors of said company ora 

majority of them, are hereby empowered, after giving at 

least one month notice in some newspaper published in 


the town of Lynchburg, to open books by themselves or | 


their agents at the places herein before named, for re- 
ceiving such additional subscriptions, in which the stock- 
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holders of the said company for the time being shall have 
the preference of all other persons for the first thirty 
days after the books shall be opened as aforesaid of subscri- 
bing for so many whole shares asany of themshall choose; 
and the said president and directorsare hereby required to 
observe in all other respects, the samerules thereinas are 
herein prescribed for receiving and adjusting the first sub- 
scriptions of the capital stock of the said company, and 
the subscribers for such additional shares of capital stock, 
are hereby declared to be thenceforward incorporated 
into the said company, with all the privileges and ad- 
vantages and subject to all the liabilities of the original 
stockholders. 

“24. After said rail road shall be completed and put 
into operation, if the said president and directors shal] by 
reason of the said rail road being out-of repair or from 
any other cause, fail or neglect to transport any produce 
or other commodities, which shall be deposited conve- 
nient to the said rail road, and which the said president and 
directors shall be required to transport as aforesaid, the 
toll for the transportation being tendered,as a penalty for 
such failure or neglect, the company shall be liable to the 
action of the party injured thereby. , 

«25. And if any toll gatherer,at any toll gate to be 
erected by authority of this act shall ask, demand or re- 
ceive any other or greater tolls than are herein allowed, 
he shall forfeit and pay to the party aggrieved thereby, 
ten dollars for every such offence recoverable with costs 
by warrant, before any justice of the peace; and if such 
toll gatherer, being at the time ofincurring such penalty 
in the service of the said company, shall be unable to pay 
the amount of the judgment thereupon recovered against 
him, the said company shall be liable to pay the same. 

«26. Ifthe said president and directors shall not begiu 
the said work within three [years] after the passage of this 
act or shall not complete the same within ten years 
thereafter then the interest of the said company in the said 
rail road and the tolls aforesaid shall be forfeited and 
cease. 

«27. The president and directors shall cause to be 
written or printed certificates for the shares of the stock 
in thesaid company, and shall deliver one such certificate 
signed by the president and countersigned by the treas- 
urer to each person for every share subscribed by him, 
which certificate shall be transferable by him, subject 
however, to all the payments due, or to become due there- 
on; and such assignee having first caused the transfer or 
assignment to be entered in a book of the company to be 
kept for that purpose, shall thenceforth become a member 
of said company, and shall he liable to pay all sums due 
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or which shall become due, upon the stock assigned to 
him, provided however, that such assignment shall in no 
wise exempt the assignor or his representatives from their 
liability to the said company for the payment ofall such 
sums, if theassignee or his representatives shall be una- 
ble or shall fail to pay the same. 

“28. The powers given by this act to the president 
and directors of the board of public works may be at any 
time transferred by the legislature to any other corporate 
or natural body, and all returns hereby directed to be 
made to the board of public works may be hereafter in 
like manner directed to be made toany other body.
